AGAINST JAPANESE 


IN ipponese Troops Push 


Forward Undeterred by 
Temperature of 20 De- 
grees Below Zero. 


By The Associated Press. 

Undaunted by 20 below zero 
weather, Japanese troops marched out 
of five Manchurian garrisons yester- 
day to sweep clean of Chinese ban- 
dits the area north of Mukden and 
the zone of the South Manehurian 

Japanese authorities denied they 
were starting a push on Chinchow, 
last stronghold of China in the prov- 
ince, but Chinese in Shanghai predict- 
ed the city would fall before Christ- 
mas and that the Chinese army would 
have to retreat to Jehol. 

Dr. Wellington Koo, China’s foreign 
minister, sent a note to the League 
of Nations in which he declared the 


Chinese would resist any attempt by, 


Japan to capture Chinchow. 

Dr. Koo issued a supplementary 
statement interpreted as an appeal to 
the United States to step in under 


the terms of the nine-power treaty; 


and the Kellogg-Briand pact, both of 
which, he said, have been violated by 
the Japanese.

He said she slapped him 
as he attempted to caress her when 
he left him after he had pleaded that 
she return to their home, and that he 
slashed her in a sudden fit of anger. 

After cutting his wife Gaskins drove 
away from her brother’s home, leav- 
ing her in front of the house where 
she had talked to him in his automo- 
bile. He said he drove back to his 
home in Liberty county and surren- 
dered there several days later without 
knowing the outcome of his wife’s 
wounds. 

Gaskins and the slain woman had 
three children. His other children, 
numbering 11 of whom four had died, 
were by an earlier marriage. His first 
wife still lives in South Carolina.

TIFTON, Ga., Dec. 21.—()— 
Farm boys of Georgia are building for 
the future as never before through ‘the 
aid of vocational agriculture as taught 
in the schools and’ the Future Farm- 
ers of America, an organization de- 
signed to encourage co-operative ef- 
fort ‘and intelligent administration, 
available records show. 

Numerous boys, best fitted for ag- 
ricultural pursuits through environ- 
ment have been encouraged to carry 
on the work, and to put into practice 
modern methods such as are necessary 
to insure any degree of success, M. D. 
Mobley said here Monday. 

Mr. Mobley is assistant director of 
vocationa! agriculture in Georgia and 
state advisor of the Future Farmers 
of America. His headquarters are in 
Tifton. 

Vocational agriculture is 
taught in 146 schools in the state to 
11,378 students, he said, under an act 
of congress — by the laté Hoke 
Smith and Dudleys M. Hughes, both 
of Georgia. 


The agricultural subjects are taught 
with the aim of carrying out a defi- 
nite program of farming, with theory 
and practice going hand in hand. The 
boys are assigned certain farm jobs 
to do, and do them, under supervis- 
jon of trained executives. 

And they stick to it, according to 
Mr. Mobley. A’ recent survey of 899 
boys who had completed. their voca- 
tional work showed 644 farming or 
engaged in work relating to farming, 
or continuing their education in an 
agricultural college. 

The Future Farmers of America 
‘was formed five years ago, Mr. Mob- 
‘Tey said, and is made up of and man- 
\aged by farm boys enrolled in voca- 
‘tional agriculture work . throughout 
the ‘nation. The total membership of 
the organization is ‘about 60,000, 
Georgia having 82 chapters with 
2,000 boys enrolled. 


And their efforts are regarded by 
concrete success. 

Albeft Sosebee, Epworth, Ga., 
bought and paid for an 82*acre farm 
while attending high school, Mr. Mob- 
ley ‘said, and the Sale City chapter of 
the F. F. A. built a 25x75-foot brick 
store building which they rent. A 
$600 scholarship loan fund has been 
formed with the rent money. 

The Sale City chapter members last 
vear had an average labor ineome of 
$511.32 each for their farming opera- 
tions, carried on as a regular part of 
their course in agriculture, 

The purpose of the Future Farm- 
ers of America organization is to pro- 
mote “a sound agricultural industry 


more interest in the_application of in- 
telligent and business principles of 
farmers, to promote thrift, to encour- 
age co-operative effort, to create and 
nurture a love of country life, to pro- 
mote rural leadership and to promote 
better community spirit,” Mr. Mob- 
ley said, 

“Activities are carried on by local 
chapters that will tend to accomplish 
the purposes for which the organiza- 
tion was formed and thousands of 
farm boys are inspired as a result of 
the organization to put forth greater 
efforts and to achieve more wopfth- 
while things.”’

the tattooed initials “J. W. B.”’, and 
remembered reading Booth’s account 
of killing President Lincoln in his 
diary, which was found on his body. 
He also said he’ heard Booth make a 
dying request to “tell my mother I 
died for my country. I did what I 
thought was best.”

None is troubled when he whistles. 

Some stutterers or stammerers 
soliloquize (talk to themselves or 
when alone) and some read aloud 
when alone without difficulty. 

Any stutterer can easily learn to 
speak without the usual impediment 
by breaking this speech into syllables 
and accompanying each sound he ut- 
ters with a voluntary movement of 
any kind, such as tapping a foot, beat- 
ing time with hand, or breathing or 
even just working one ankle or the 
toes of one foot in a regular way. 

Stutterers or stammerers can al- 

most invariably be cured of their im- 
pediment by a course of personally 
supervised instruction under a com- 
petent music’ master, or by a course 
of personally supervised exercises un- 
der a teacher of physical education— 
not a mere trainer. 
_Any one inclined to stutter should 
sing a great deal when alone or with 
only sympathetic relatives or friends. 
Sing only real songs with the right 
words. Another good practice is to 
read or recite (if you can memorize). 
the best poems, striving to do it well, 
avoiding any sing-song effect, inflect- 
ing the voice to suit the spirit of the 
piece, putting all the expression you 
can into it, 

Not only stutterers but everybody 
should endeavor to modulate the 
voice in all conversation.

EASY WAITING. 

It was not hard waiting in the 
Garden’s new pinochle room, where 
Jacobs has set up headquarters to 
receive bids from Garden rivals for 
a match no one but Schmeling, Wal- 
ker and Lewis seem to want. The 
pinochle room is fitted with a fine 
free lunch bar, serving coffee and 
sandwiches. 


While the reporters waited until 
they could hold no more coffee and 
sandwiches, Lewis telephoned in from 
Chicago announcing’ superfluously 
that he had not left yet. He said he 
had congressmen to enlighten on the 
boxing law now before the Illinois 
legislature which would lengthen the 
championship bout limit to 15 rounds, 


Lewis’ announcement from Chicago 
quieted for the moment discussions of 
the match Jacobs insists must be for 
15 rounds, and for which Los An- 
geles, New York and Miami have at 
odd times been mentioned.

Jacobs insists that Schmeling must 
receive $200,000 for his next engage- 
ment and that Walker must be his 
opponent.

AGNITUDE of operations not even dreamed of by the laymen fs 
revealed in the annual report submitted to city council Monday by 


J. H. Gray, manager of Candler field, the municipal airport, where a 
year of activity and progress is about to come to an end. Figures con- 


tained in the report represent a 
really remarkable development dur- 
ing the few years Atlanta has been 
regarded as an “aviation center.” For 
instance, the report shows that the 
annual pay roll of the two air trans- 
port companies at the field (the two 
commercial operators are not includ- 
ed) has reached the stupendous sum 
of $693,752 annually, distributed 
among 291 employes. Investment in 
building and equipment is listed at 
$490,790—a figure which will be 
very materially increased by construc- 
tion work during the coming year— 
and investment in airplanes at $692,- 
480. It would appear that aviation 
has finally become an industry in 


The report by Gray goes on 
to show that mail dispatched 
from the airport postoffice to- 
taled 407,949 pounds during the 
year and that other mail handled 
reached 90,000 pounds. With six 
scheduled mail and passenger 
lines sending out and bringing in 
20 planes daily in mail and pas- 
senger operations, 3,000 passen- 
gers were carried by the transport 
companies here during the year. 
A total of 6,100 persons were 
carried on local flights, and 1,200 
were non-scheduled  cross-coun- 
try passengers. The report 
brought out the fact that’ during 
the year Fulton county moved 
140,000 yards of dirt and rocks, 
making available about 10 acres 
of additional landing area and 
laid about 900 square yards of 
concrete at the field’s main en- 


trance.

Operation of the airport cost a 
total .of $19,898.07 during 1931, and 
$25,567 is needed for the coming 
year, the Gray report shows. Al- 
though $24,242.74 was appropriated 
for the use of the airport in 1931, 
a sum slightly less than $20,000 was 
expended, and the field produced a 
total revenue of $3,629.79, a figure 
which, according to the report, will 
be increased to $9,216 during the 
coming year. The sum asked for 1932 
will take care of moving the Blevins 
Aircraft Corporation hangar and the 
Army Air Corps Reserve hangar to 
the west side of the main drive, which 
will cost, it is estimated, $7,500, and 
sets up an additional fund of $1,800 
to increase the airport manager's 
yearly salary from $1,800 to $3,600, 


which seems reasonable enough.
